2. CONVERSATION OTHERWISE SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. MY 
IMPRESSION SANYA SOMEWHAT FATIGUED BUT QUITE CALM AND 
DETERMINED TO CARRY OUT HIS TASKS. WHEN I REFERRED 

TO MY CONVERSATION EARLIER IN THE EVENING WITH KZZIT 
PRAMOI ABOUT BEGINNINGS OF WHAT MIGHT BECOME FRANGMENTATION 
OF STUDENT MOVEMENT, I FOUND PRIME MINISTER NOT DISTURBED 
ABOUT THIS. SUKICH APPEARED TO FEEL IT MAY EVEN HAVE SOME 
BENEFITS SINCE HE IS APPREHENSIVE ABOUT EXCESSIVE STUDENT 
ROLE IN POLITICS WHICH HE APPARENTLY FEELS MONOLITHIC 
ORGANIZATION TENDS TO ENCOURAGE.
